ISSOURI this year will elect a Governor, Secretary of State, State Auditor, State Treasurer, 
Attorney-General, three members of the Supreme Court, Judges of the St. Louis and Kan- 
gas City Court of Appeals, Railroad and Warehouse Commissioner, 16 Congressmen, 

members of the Legislature and State officials in the city of St. Louis and each of the 114 couh- 
ties. Nominations for these offices will be made at the Statewide primary election, Aug. 6. 

In St. Louis the local contests deal with candidates for Public Administrator, Circuit At- 
torney, Judges of the Circuit Court and the Court of Criminal Correction, Sheriff, Coroner, four 
State Senators and 16 members of the lower house of the Missouri General Assembly. Forty- 
four offices are to be filled. The St. Louis primary voter is confronted by Republican and Demo- 
cratic ballots 3 feet long and containing a list of 243 candidates. 

There are contests for nearly all nominations on the Republican and Democratic tickets. 
The candidates of the Socialist, Socialist-Labor and Prohibition parties are without opposition for 
nomination. 

The Post-Dispatch, following its custom, presents today for the guidance of voters infor- 
mation concerning each of the various candidates for State offices of general interest. No at- 
tempt has been made to go into the records of candidates in local contests outside of St. Louis. 
In cases where candidates have held public office their records in the public service are given. 
Many of the candidates are new to politics and comparatively unknown to the public. These 
have been identified by their business or professional connections. 

Wight candidates for Governor, three Republicans and five Democrats are seeking nomina- 
tion for Governor. On the Democratic side it is declared by impartial political judges that the 
contest lies between Attorney-General Elliot W. Major and former Congressman William 8. Cow- 
herd of Kansas City.

TOKIO, Japan, July 27.—In Japan the geisha is 
a national institution. The word, which is of 
Chinese-Japanese origin, signifies “a person of 
pleasing accomplishments, ”" and is properly ap- 
plied only to the professional singing and dan- 
cing girls. 

The smallest town in the most remote corner of 
the Empire has its geisha, but those of the larger 
cities, such as Tokio, Kyoto, Osaka, Nagoya, 
Niigata and Nagasaki, have special distinctions. 
The girls of Kyoto are looked upon as the most 
artistically dressed in Japan. Though in appear- 
ance -somewhat heavy, and havin trains that 
look bulky «for elegance in dresh, md grace of 
movement as well as comelines#.they cannot be 
excelled. Their “ring-around-a-rosy” dance is 
most picturesque and fascinating. 

The Osaka geisha is noted for the simplicity of 
her costumes, but a simplicity not inconsistent 
with beauty and high art. 

‘The Tokio geisha is regarded as the most rep- 
resentative in the Empire. The residents of the 
capital look upon her as possessed of a tempera- 
ment and disposition not unlike the spirit of the 
old #amural. It is a disposition proud and inde- 
pendent ofthe influence that comes from posi- 
tion and wealth. Her attitude and condescension 
are the same, whether the guest be a common 
merchant or a prince, a2 man of moderate means 
or a millionaire. She tries to do her best wheth- 
er the guest be high or low, rich or poor, 

And in respect to accomplishments, the Tokio 
geisha is held to be far superior to those of the 
provinces and outside cities, As a rule she hag 
no charm of complexion, but some of the Tokio 
admirers think the Tokio dancing girls are quite 
beautiful enough for mortals. 

Two of .the most famous today are Miss Teruka 
and Miss Yeiryo.

Space in First Issue. 


MOSQUITO WAR DECLARED 
Drs. Starkloff and’Jordan, Edi- 


tors, Warn Public Against 
Unmuzzled Dogs. 





! 


The St. Louis Board: of Health now 
is publisher of a municipal magazine. 
The first issue, distributed yesterday, 
revealed Health Commissioner Starkloff 
and Assistant Health” Commissioner 
Jordan as“editors. Their editorial of- 
fices are in the-rooms of the Board of 
Health in the new Municipal Courts 
Building. 

The magazine is a neatly printed 
eight-page paper, six by nine inches in 
size, and will be published monthly. It 


is called The Bulletin of the St. Louis}] 


Health Department. Fifteen hundred 
copies will be distributed monthly to 
business houses and public buildings so 
that they may be given*to the public. 
Those interested enough to send their 
names to Dr. Jordan will have copies 


lregularly mailed to them free. 


This is the second municipal publica- 
tion authorized by a ‘city department. 
A weekly newspaper is published by 
the Police Department, giving news of 
special interest to police officers. 

The object of the Health Department 
according to the introduc- 
tory editorial, is to disseminate informa- 
tion and advice to the people of St. 
Louis concerning sanitation and disease 
prevention. .The residents are request- 
ed to co-operate in improving health 
conditions and helping to reduce dis- 
ease and sickness. 

Declares War on Mosquitoes. 

W'ar against tin cans, as an aid to the 
movement to destroy mosquitoes, was 
declared in the first issue of the maga- 
zine. Every man, woman and child in 
the city is asked to volunteer in the 
army to fight the pests. 

Housewives are requested te puncture 
holes in the bottoms of cans before 
they are thrown away, so that it will 
be impossible for them to hold water 
and become breeding places for the 
pestiferous insects. Residents are asked 
to report to the board the location of 
piles of tin cans in vacant lots or else- 
where, so that they may be ~hauled 
away. 

Rain water standing in abandoned 
cans has been found to be the most 
fruitful source of ‘“‘wigglers,"’ accord- 
ing to an article on the mosquito. Each 
wiggler means an adult mosquito later. 
Destroy the wiggler and make the mos- 
quito impossible, is the edict. 

“‘A majority of those prostrated by 
heat are found to be heavy drinkers of 
alcoholic and iced drinks,” is the warn- 
ing contained in one paragraph. 

The board approves the ordinance re- 
quiring dogs to be muzzled. In an ar- 
ticle on “The Child or the Dog” it fs 
declared: “Every death from hydropho- 
bia in the human can be laid at the 
door of some negligent person, and he 
ought to be made responsible for that 
death. The laws of the city require 
dogs to be muzzled, but what good is a 
law if the people do not obey it?’ 

The statement is made in the publil- 
cation that “an American dies every 
minute from a preventable disease, and 
that 293,700 Americans die every year 
from preventable diseases. 

Health Bill Before Marriage. 

The doctor-editors favor requiring a 
certificate of health before a marriage 
license is issued to any couple. “The 
pulpit and press should sanction and 
urge a rule of this sort,’’ the magazine 
states. 

The fly and the mosquito are given 
credit by the magazine for being the 
rmost obnoxious and dangerous nui- 
Santes. to’ public health. It: is stated 
that ‘“‘the moasquito and fly ‘have been 
tolerated simply because it is not un- 
derstood how simple a matter it is to 
be rid of them. The public is requested 
to ask the Board of Health the proper 
means of exterminating these so-called 
pests. 

The house fly is given a page in the 
new publication. In what purports to 
be an advertisement of House Fly & 
Co., general dealers in typhoid fever, 
diphtheria and other infectious dis- 
eases,"’ the guarantee is offered that 
the déath rate from their goods is 
‘larger thah that“@t\efiy other firm in 
the same'line, of ‘Business. . 
{Oar firm finds it unnecessary ‘to cal!

Report Discusses Similar Laws in 
Operation Elsewhere and 
Points Out. Advantages. 





In spite of the fact that it ts not con- 
sidered entirely satisfactory, the initia- 
tive and referendum amendment to the 
city charter has been indorsed by the 
executive board of the Civic League 
in the form of a report from the Char- 
ter Revision Committee. The measures 
will come up for DAseag? at the election 
Nov. 5. 

The committee decided that the meas- 
ures as submitted were better than none 
at all and that they could be used as a 
means of obtaining better legislation 
later. 

The report was three months ir. prep- 
aration, but underwent a revision and 
addition which includes a study of the 


_ proyisions recently enacted by the House 


- dum and explains the 


" Bc 


and Council. The initiative and refer- 
endum are defiged by the report as be- 
ing methods of enacting legislation by 
popular vote an@ setting aside laws al- 
ready passed. 

The committee found that, with the 
exception of several recent modifica- 
tioné of the initiative, there exists a 
general agreement throughout the coun- 
try regarding the main points of the 
initiative and referendum. The usual 
method of procedure was ascertained 
and is included In the report as an-ex- 
planation of the processes of the legis- 


lation. 

‘Phe Initiative Defined. 
Ac¢ording to the report, the initiative 
is @ petition signed by from 5 to. 2% 
per cent of the qualified voters, which 
is presented to the proper authorities 
for certification to the legislative body. 
It was found that the usual percentage 
required is 10 or 16. 

“The legislative body is then given an 
opportunity to pass the ordinance as 
submitted, and without alteration, with- 
tn 20 days. If it is not passed within that 
time it is submitted to a vote of the 


people. 
. Whether this yote is held at a special 
election depends on the size of the pe- 
tition in most cases, says the report. 
If signed by a smal) percentage, it is 
voted on at the mext general election, 
and if by a larger percentage, a special 
election is called 
the bill has been certified to the leg- 

lative body, unless a regular election 
occurs within 90 days. 

Majority of Voting Necessary. 

A majority of those voting ig neces- 
Sary to carry the ordinance. Ordinance 
passed thus can be amended or repealed 
in the same way. According to the re- 
port, most cities with this provision 
limit the special elections under the initi- 
ative to not more than one in six 
months. 

The report next takes up the referen- 
wo classes—the 
mandatory and the optional. 

The mandatory referendum usually ap- 
plies to general franchises, but its use is 
not general, according.to the report. 
Under its provisions all general fran- 
chise grants must be submitted to the 
people for a vote before becoming ef- 
fective. 

The optional referendum provides that 
no ordinance shall go into effect fon a 
period of 30 to @ days after passage, 
except such as are for the immediate 
areservation of the public health, peace

By order of brobate Judge Shackle- 
ford, the courtroom had been cleared 
when the case was given to the jury, 
and Mrs. May C. Johnston, wife of 
the man whose sanity was being in- 
quired into, was one of the few pres- 
ent when the verdict was given. She 
received it with a sad smile. 

Thomas Rowe Jr., her attorney, had 
made the first speech to the jury, 
using five of the 20 minutes allotted 
to him. 

Attorney Julius J.. Nolte, appointed 
by ‘the Court to represent Johnston, 
in a dong speech, contended John- 
ston’s mental condition was the re- 
sult of a prolonged excessive indul- 
gence in alcoholic liquors, and that 
this was a ctirable condition. — 

Millis Urges a Guardian. 

He was answered by Prosecuting 
Attorney Edwin W. Mills, represent- 
ing Johnston's bondsmen, Fred Essen, 
Sheriff Kurth and Arthur Mittelberg, 
who urged the necessity for the ap- 
pointment of a guardian to protect 
Johnston’s estate and safeguard Mrs. 
Johnston. 

Attorney William Grodzki, speak- 
ing for Johnston, was rebuked several 
times by Judge Shackelford. He 
charged there was a conspiracy to 
have Johnston declared insane. 

Mrs. May C. Johnston, the wife, was 
appointed guardian, under a $10,000 
bond, which was signed by Otto F. 
Stifel, Edwin W. Mills, and John

CIRCULATE CURRENCY 


Millions Piled in Vaults at: Wash- 
ington, July Express Money 
Is Exhausted. 


WASHINGTON, July .7.—An unpre- 
cedented situation confronts the United 
States Treasury. With millions in cur- 
rency piled in its vaults and a crying 
demand for it, throughout the country, 
the Government has  practica’.y no 
funds with which to pay for its trans- 
portation. 
There is an urgent call for notes of 
the smaller denominations which can 
not be met during the remaining days 
of July. The prospects are that thou- 
sands of perscns will be paid off’ in 
coin, and the result will be that the 
tremendous amount of gold and silver 
stored in the sub-treasuries will see the 
light of circulation. 

This condition is due to the fact that, 
with the exception of $60, all of the 
allowance for expressage on currency, 
authorized by the congressional resolu- 
tion continuing for July, one-twelfth of 
the last fiscal years’ appropriation, has 
been consumed.

Florisant, St. Louis County, is feel- 
fing the shoé pinch in a new way. 

‘The cost of wooden shoes, Florisant’s 
favorite footwear, has gone up, 
supply of the easy-fitting sabots has 
diminished. The most recent quota- 
tions in the market for adult’s sizes has 
byeiet $1 a pair, with no half-sizes to be 
had. The dealers used to be glad to 
wet 45 cenis a pair. 

Fliorisant folks wear wooden shoes 
not like the French peasant in Bob 
Ingersoll’s famous speech on Napoleon, 
but because they prefer the wooden 
kind. John. Mueller, constable of St. 
Ferdinand Township; J. A. Lant, editor 
of the Ficrisant News, and Squire 
Steve Gitemeyer are among' those who 
testify to their superiority. 3 
Because they have found wooden 
shoes to be rheumatism-proof, and non- 
conductors for corns and bunions, many 
farmers in the neighborhood of Floris- 
ant wear them to their milking and 
plowing. The housewives of Florisant 
wear them as kitchen slippers, and some 
of the men, notably Editor Lant, go 
about the streets in them. Warped or 
Worn-out ones serve nicely as flower 
pote, 
School children would wear them to 
school, but the principal has protested 
and has had his way. He says they are 
too noisy. 
They are very durable, Editor Lanht 
gays, and they can he half-soled just as 
well as a leather shoe, except that a 
carpenter can do the work, instead of a 
cobbler. 
Lant wore a pair of the shoes to a 
meeting of editors in Columbia, ‘and 
his advocacy of them has so enhanced 
their popularity that 1000 pairs of them 
are Worn in and about Filorisant, and 
fhe sale of leather shoes has fallen off 
correspondingly. 
But now the high cost of living has 
struck. them. Henry Elierrath, who 
manufactures them from linn woed, a 
species of oak, says the wood is much 
scarcer and more expensive than it. used 
to be.

DENVER, Colo., July 27.—During the 


years that Alonzo Thompson, former 


State Auditor of Missouri and several 
years a resident of St. Louis, was ac- 
cumulating a million dollars and study- 
ing the mysteries of spiritualism, Mrs. 
Thompson knew she had a rival—in fact, 
several of them—but she didn’t mind 
when her husband mude goo-goo eyes at 
Marie Antoinette, Queen Elizabeth, Cleo- 
patra and other charmers long since 
dead. 

These women did not drink champagne, 
ride in motor cars or need new gowns. 
Also, the love affairs of Thompson and 
his ghost affinities did not call for 
more than mild comment by friends of 
the family. As Thompson passed the 
three-score-and-ten mark and began to 
live on borrowed time he showed mar- 
velous speed, from 70 to % years, his 
present age, in acquiring wealth and 
love affairs. 

Thompson filed a divorce suit in Den- 
ver, by which he sought also to disin- 
herit his son, Alonzo Thompson JZIr., 
known as “‘the best-dressed man in Den- 
ver,’”’ and to cut off his wife. In his 
suit Thompson charges his wife and 
son with following him from state to 
state and seeking to have him appre- 
hended by officers as an insane per- 
son. 

Thompson also seeks to obtain pos- 
session of his magnificent home at 1070 
Humboldt street. He alleges that it is 
a part of the conspiracy that his wife 
and son have entered into, to withhold 
the property from him. 

It was in the Thompson mansion that 
the aged man first learned of the plot 
against him, he says. Several months 
ago the ghost of Thompson's father ap- 
peared to him and, after a lengthy con- 
vefsation, conviriced his earthly son 
that he was the object of a conspiracy 
to incarcerate him. ‘ 

Thompson immediately consulted his 
attorney, James A. Harris, with the 
result that more than $500,000 worth of 
property was transferred. converted into 
cash and otherwise put beyond the reach 
of his designing relatives. The institu- 
tion of the court action was decided 
upon at that time, 

Wife Telis of Living Women. 
Mrs. Thompson has filed a cross bill 
in which she tells of her trouble. She 
says they lived in Fullerton, Neb., tn 
one of ‘the handsomest homes in the 
State when her husband's attentions to 
Margaret Helsley, a spiritualist medium 
of that place, became so notorious that 
moving to another state became neces- 
sary. ) 
Mrs. Thompson says her husband 
promised to buy her a home in Denver 
which should be as attractive and ex- 
pensive as the one in Nebraska and to 
carry out this agreement purchased the 
Moffat home, at 1070 Humboldt street.

He has 
teen married three times. His son, 
Alonzo. Jr., is 23 years old. His daugh- 
ter by a former wife lives at Nevada, 
Mo. She married E. P. Lindly, a mil- 
lionaire. The latter says he will spend 
his fortune in protecting his father-in- 
law from the charges made against him. 
He is also a spiritualist.

Thompson has published a large vol- 
ume Of poems. He sets out in the pref- 
ace that not one word in the edition 
was original. He says that they were 
dictated to him by the spirit of his 
father.

“So long as women love strength and 
men love beauty, mating upon the terms 
of preference of human instinct does 
not go far wrong,” he continued. ‘‘So- 
eiety suffers more from the vices of the 
rich than from the vices of the poor. We 
may say they will not permit the poor 
to breed, but how can we deal with 
those who defy society by wealth, so- 
cial position and power? 


Cites Men of History. 

“What the world owes to invalids 
would provice material for one of the 
most terarkavle treatises ever written. 
I am not sure that for intellectual ef- 
ficiency some little abnormality of the 
flesh is not almost a pre-requisite.’ 

Dr. Smith instanced Kant, Herbert 
Spencer and Isaac Newton. Then, ar- 
suing that there is no evidence that 
talent is inherited, Dr. Smith asserted: 

“‘Neither Luther, Napoleon nor Abra- 
ham Lincoln was anything less than a 
surprise. Beethoven, Mozart and Wag- 
ner could no more have been predicted 
than Shakspeare or Michael Angelo.” 


“I met Prof. Smith in Paris four years 
ago and came to know him quite well,’”’ 
said the Rev. D. S. Phelan, when dis- 
cussing the speech of the Rev. Samuel 
G. Smith before the Eugenics Congress. 
“He is much given to making state- 
ments of a startling nature, but he ap- 
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pears to have overreached himself in 
this utterance. 

“His utterance can be expiained only 
in view of the fact that he believes 
first in perfect physical health, which 
can be obtained only by living in strict 
accordance with the laws of nature.” 

Former Judge C. Orrick Bishop said 
such an assertion as that credited. to 
Dr. Smith is indicative of the mind of 
a weakling. 

“I have been disgusted entirely in the 
last year or two in the manner in 
which so-called professors and ministers 
of the gospel are viefng With each other 
to see who can say the most absurd and 
sensational things, he said. 

“What is a man’s physical condition 
when compared to his moral being. Our 
prisons are full of criminals who bub- 
ble over with animal and physical 
health, but who are lepers morally. The 
progeny of such men can be little else 
than inmates of jails and reformato- 
ries.” 

Dr. L. H. Behrens’ View. 

“If a man can see nothing to live 
for except the physical enjoyment that 
he may be able to get out of life, then 
the position taken by the professor 
i\might be tenable,’”’ Dr. Louis H. Behrens 
remarked. ‘‘But, taken as a whole and 
apart from whatever else Prof. Smith 
may have had to say on the subject, 
it would be unfair probably to him to 
say that he meant his statement should 
be taken too seriously.’’ 

Prof. George Mangold, 
sociological branches at 
University, said: 

“A man might have a father who was 
a burglar and still the son might have 
ro such tendencies to crime, providing 
he were reared in the proper environ- 
ments. I am not too prone to admit 
that consumption or any other physical 
ailment can be transmitted directly from 
parent to child as is taught by some 
medical men.”’ 

Moses N. Sale, former judge, declared 
that the child of a-moral or physical 
weakling may become a good man or 
woman, while the offspring of perfectly 
gz00d parents may become a criminal of 
the worst type. In the physical order 
the same holds good, he believes.

WYTHEVILLE, Va., July 27.—Claude 
Allen, one of the Hillsville outlaws, was 
today convicted of murder in the first 
degree for the killing of Common- 
wealth’s Attorney William M. Foster. 

At a former trial he was found guilty 
of murder in the second degree, for the 
killing of Judge Thornton L. Massie. 

Claude Allen is the second one of 
the Allen clan to be convicted of 
first degree murder, his father, 
Floyd Allen, being the other. 

The case was given to the jury 
when court convened at 2:30 this 
afternoon. The jury deliberated an 
hour and a halt. 

When he learned that he must die 
in the electric chair, the prisoner 
broke down and wept bitterly, as 
did also his filancee, who was with 
him in the courtroom, It was the 
first time he had displayed the least 
emotion since his trial began. 

While the jury was declaring its 
verdict, Sidna Edwards and Victor 
and Friel Allen were brought into 
the courtroom, in order that a mo- 
tion might be made for a change of 
venue. On motion of the Common- 
wealth, a venire of 75 will be sum- 
moned from Bedford County for the 
next trial.

POSTAGE TO ) FRANCE 
SOON TO BE REDUCED 


Outcome Expected of Canada’s 
Negotiations for’a Lowering” 
of Her. Latter Rates. 


PARIS, July 27.—A 2cent postage rate 
between France and the United States 
may be one outcome of the visit to 
Paris of Premier Borden of Canada and 
his party. 

They are here primarily to negotiate 
such a letter rate between the Domin- 
ion and France, but no arrangement of 
that sort is at all likely to go through 
without equal concegsions to America 
on the part of the French Government. 

There is some jealousy in British Gov- 
ernment circles because Canada has not 
carried on her postal negotiations with 
France through London.

OME of the bluest of the New 
S England blue laws of a century 
and a half ago are contained 
in a copy of the “Acts and Laws of 
His Majesty's English Colony of Con- 
necticut, in New England, in Amer- 
ica,” which lately became the prop- 
erty of Alex, A. Selkirk, a St. Louis 
auctioneer. 

The book, strongly bound and well- 
preserved volume of 370 nages, came 
into Selkirk’s hands in ‘connection 
with a quantity of old books and fur- 
niture, and he found it so interesting 
that he loaned it to the Post-Dispatch. 
If someone wishes tO buy it for a 
price which Selkirk deems suitable, 
he will give the money to the Post- 
Dispatch Pure Milk and Free Ice 
Fund. 

The book was printed in New Ha- 
ven, Conn., in 1769, and is In old-style 
type, with the “s’s” resembling the 
letter f, except when the “s” is at 
the end of a word, tn which case the 
modern letter is used. Another pe- 
culiarity is the printing at the foot 
of each page of the first word on 
the succeeding page. 

The famous blue law against kiss- 
ing one’s wife on Sunday is not in- 
cluded in the Connecticut list, but 
there are rules elmost as severe, and 
requirire for thetr enforcement a'- 
most as mitch intrusion on family 
privacy. Whipping, nailing of ears, 
branding, the stocks and the gallows 
are among the most common means 
of punishment enumerated, the. gal- 
lows being used not only for execu- 
tions, but as a place for exposing liv- 
ing persons, with ropes knotted about 
their necks, to public scorn. 


No Courting of Girls 
if Parents Say No. 
aa) AIDS Not to Be Courited With- 


out Consent of Parents” is the 

topic of one division of thé 
long act relating to marriage, which 
reads: 

“And whereas the right of disposing 
of children in marriage. belongs to 
parents, therefore to prevent irregular 
proceedings toward marriage contrary 
to such right, be it enacted that, if any 
ivan.shall directly or indirectly endeavor 
to draw away the affections of any 
raid in this colony, on pretence of mar- 
i‘age. before he hath obtained lMberty 
and allowance from the parents, gov- 
ernors or guardians,.if any be, of such 
maid, he shall forfeit for the first of- 
fense the sum of 5 pounds to the party 
grieved, and for the second offense to- 
ward the same party, double the said 
sum.”" The third offense, it is added, 
shall be dealt with by committing the 
offender to prison. 

Ministers and justices are forbidden 
to perform marriage ceremonies unless 
the banns have been read in meeting 
and posted for eight days. Such notices, 
when posted, must not be pulled down 
within the eight days period, and any- 
one who pulls down such a notice is 
liable to pay a fine of six shillings, and 
tu be set in the stocks one whole hour, 

If any man shal] marry his brother's 
wife or his wife’s sister, it is stated, 
he and she shall be set on the gallows 
for an hour, with a rope about each of 
their necks, and the other end cast 
over the gallows, and in the way from 
thence to the common gaol shall be se- 
verely whipped, with not more than 4 
stripes each. Many other forbidden de- 
grees of kindred are included within 
the same prohibition. 

“And every person so offending,’ says 
the statute, “‘shall forever after wear &@ 
capital letter I of two inches long, and 
proportional bigness, cut out in cloth 
of a contrary color to their clothes, and 
sewed upon Ahelr upper garments, 07 
the outsidé of their arm,’ or on their 
back, in open view.” For. going out 
Without the letter, the punishmert is 
whipping. 


Reader Reminded of 
the Scarlet Letter. 


HAT Hawthorne's “Scarlet Let- 

T ter” was no flight of fiction is 
shown by the criminal statutes 

which deorees that persons guilty of 
the offenas of Hester Prynne shall be 
branded on the forehead with the lettor 
A. witha hot iron, and shall ever 
after wear halters about their necks, 
with whipping as the penalty for going 
Out without the halter. 
Perjury is punishable by a fine of 2 
pounds, or in the case of poor peraongs, 
ty nalling both ears ‘in the pillory @ur- 
ing an hour's timé. 
The book is in alphabetical order, and 
it is for this reason that “An Act Re- 
lating to Free-men” is followed by “An 
Act Against Gaming,” which forbids 
all card-playing. 
“No traveler, inn keeper, ale house 
keeper or victualler shall have or Keep 
in or about their houses, yards or gar- 
dens any dice, cards, tables, bowis, 
shuffie-board, billiard, coyotes (quolts?) 
cells, loggers, or any other implements 
wed in gaming * * © and it ts fur 
ther enacted that if any person or per 
sons in this colony, of what vank or 
quality soever, shall play at cards, dice 
cr tables, every such person and ,er- 
pons shall each of them pay a fine of 
2% shillings for every such offense he 
or she shell be convicted of. And the 
bead of that family where any such 
game is used with his privity or con- 
sent shall pay in ike marner the sum 
of 20 shillings, one-third which shall 
be to the party or parties who discovers 
the offense, the remainder to the treas- 
ury Of the town where the offunse ie 
conamitted.” 
A genera! statute, applicable in cases 
where the officials were in doubt just 
what sort-of a charge to make, ie 
styled “an act for the preventing of 
lascivious carriage and  bebavior, 
ogainst, and, for the punishment of

cannot be easily suited and made,” 
The act directs the county courts to 
proceed against such persons and to 
fine them or commit them to houses of 
correction, ‘‘that others may hear and 
fear.” 

A catalogue of disorderly persons, 
ramed “An Act Against Breaking the 
Peace,’”’ includes ‘“‘such as eve-drop 
men’s houses, or cast men’s carts into 
ponds, or commit other such like - ut- 
rages in the night season.” 


No Appeal Was 
Allowed Drunkards. 


HE blue laws show their deepest 
T indigo in the proviso “That no 
person whatsoever who shall be 
convicted of drunkenness, profane 
swearing, cursing or Sabbath breaking, 
shall be allowed any appeal or review 
from the judgment given against him, 
anything in this act to the contrary In 
anywise notwithstanding.”’ 

Divorce was not so nearly unknown 
as might be supposed. “An Act Re- 
lating to Bills of Divorce’ states that 
no such bill shall be granted except for 
marital unfaithfulness, ‘‘or fraudulent 
-eontract, or willful desertion for three 
years with total neglect of duty; or in 
case of seven years’ absence of one 
party, not heard of, after due inquiry is 
made and the matter certified to the 
Superior Court, in which cage the other 
party may be deemed. and accounted 
single and unmarried.’’ In those cases 
it is stated, a bill of divorce may be 
granted “to the aggrieved party, whe 
may then lawfully marry or be married 
again.”’ 

There -was also. another way which 
sometimes availed in those days when 
steamships were as Jittle dreamt of as 
was wireless telegraphy, and when the 
perils of the sea were more clearly real- 
ized than they have sometimes been in 
modern days. 

A special proviso relates to “‘any per- 
son whose husband or wife has lately 
gone, or shall hereafter go to sea in 
any ship or other vessel bound from: one 
port to another, where the passage is 
usually made in three months’ time; 
and such ship or vessel has not been 
cr shall not be heard of within the 
space of three full years next after their 
putting to sea from such port, or shall 
only be heard or under such circum- 
stances ar may confirm the orfinion 
commonly received of the whole com- 
pany being utterly lost. In every such 
case the person whose husband or wife 
is or shall be in this manner parted 
from her or him, may be esteemed and 
declared single and unmarried, and may 
lawfully marry again.”

Congreention by law allowed, 
hindered’ by sickness or otherways 
necessariiy detained, shajl incur the 
pénulty of 2 shillings for every such of- 
fense; and bejng presented to author- 
ity for such neglect, shall be deemed 
guilty thereof if he shall not be able to 
prove to the satisfaction or said au- 
thority that he or she has attended 
the gaid worship. 

Persons who neglect Public worship, 
and form themselves into separate com- 
penies in private meeting Places, are 
to be fined 10 sl aiings. For any sort 
of work, play, gamé, sport or recrea- 
tion “on the Lord’s day or on any day 
of public fasting or thanksgiving,” a 
fine of 10 shillings is decreed. For “any 
rude, profane or unlewful behavior,” 
such as “shouting, hollowing, scream- 
ing, running, riding, dancing, jumping, 
biowing of horns,” in any place where 
it may disturb a religious meeting, the 
fine is 40 shillings. 

“No traveler, drover, horse-courser, 
wagoner, carter, butcher, higier, or any 
of their servants, shall travel on that 
day, except by some adversity they are 
belated, and in such case to travel no 
farther than to the next !nn or place of 
shelter,” provides another gection, wath 
‘a fine of 2 shillinge attached. 

Another section declares that no thn. 
keeper shall entertain any but bona 
fide guests, residents of other places, 
in their housés, gardens, orchards or 
fields on the Sabbath. In such cases,

Which more effectually 
to prevent, be it enacted, That every 
assistant in this colony, and every Jus- 
thee of the Peace, within the limits 
of their authority, are hereby empow- 
ered and directed, when they shall have 
plain view or personal knowledge there- 
of, either with or without a written 
warrant, to cause all persons unneces- 
Sarily traveling on the Sabbath, or 
Lord’s day, to be apprehended, and to 
examine them; and if need be, to com- 
mand any person or persons to seize, 
arrest and secure any such person un- 
necessarily traveling on the Lord’s day, 
as aforesaid, and them to hold till 
Judgment may be had thereon. 

“And every Sheriff, Constable, grand 
juryman and tything man are hereby 


4empowered and directed, without war- 
4 rant, 


to apprehend and carry before 
the next assistant, or Justice of the 
Peace, all persons transgressing said 
law, as aforesaid, Provided, they be 
taken on sight, or present information 
of others; and to command all neces- 
sary assistance therefor.’”’ 

The act then goes on, in two more 
sections, providing penalties for persons 
who refuse to assist officers in the ar- 
rest of Sunday wayfarers, and ends with 
the words, “any law, usage or custom to 
the contrary notwithstanding.”’ 


Bible Required to 
Be in All Houses. 


N “An act for Suppressing Vice and 
Promoting Christian Knowledge,” 
it is ordained that “The select- 

nen, from time to time, shall make 
diligent inquiry of all householders 
within their respective towns, how 
they are furnished with Bibles; and 
if upon such inquiry any householder 
be found without one Bible at least, 
for the use and benefit of their fam- 
ilies, and if the same be neglected; 
then the said selectmen shall make 
return thereof to the next authority, 
who may deal with such household- 
er’s family according to the direc- 
tions of the law relating to the edu- 
cating and governing of children.” 
“Constables and grand jury men,” 
says another section, “shall on the 
evenings after the Lord’s day, and 
other public days of religious soltemn- 
ity, walk the street and duly search 
all places suspected for harboring or 
entertaining -any people or persons 
assembling contrary to law.” 
Reading the riot act is enjoined as 
a duty on all public officers, when- 
ever three or more pergons “assem- 
ble themselves together to the intent 
to do any unlawful act by force.” 
The exact form of the command, 
which the officers are required to 
utter “with a loud voice, as near as 
he or they can ‘safely come to the 
said rioters,” is as follows:

Traffic Will Require More Width From 
Cerre Street to Chouteau. Avenue 
Sends Values Up. : 





The opinion in realty circles is that 
Seventh street between Cerre street and 
Chouteau avenue will be widened to ac- 
commodate the greater traffic incident 
to the municipal free bridge. Accord- 
ing to the approved plans, the approach 
to the wagon and passenger decks of 
the bridge will start at Seventh and 
Papin streets, with the interurban car 
lines diverging north and south. With’ 
its present width Seventh street, it is 
predicted, would be swamped by the 
vehicle and pedestrian traffic from the 
bridge. 

Ground for a loop is now sought at 
this location by the Southern Traction 
Co. to which a franchise to operate its 
cars across the bridge has been granted, 
but it will not be required to make the 
investment if the width is obtained from 
the west side of the street. As more ad- 
vantageous to the Southern Traction 
Co., or to other interurban lines, the 
width it is believed by operators, will 
be gained from the west side of the 
thoroughfare. 

A bill providing for the project, it is 
Stated by well-informed persons, will 
be introduced at the special session of 
the Council which has been called by 
Mayor Kreismann, ostensibly to pro- 
vide for a sewer.

Henry M. _ Tilford, represented 
Standard Oil, to oust H. Clay Pierce 


and his associates from the manage- | 


ment of the Waters-Pierce Oil Co., 
comes up for argument. 

Tilford is a director of Standard Oil 
and was once president of the corpor- 
ation. His suit was filed after the 
suit was started in the Circuit Court 
of St. Louis to mandamus the Pierce 
tellers to compel them to accept and 
count the ballots of the Standard Oil 


stockholders in the annual election 
last-Pebruary. 
Pierce’s attorneys have procured 


evidence to try to show that one of 
the Standard Oil representatives went 
to Wickersham and laid the plan 
before him to oust certain directors 
from the several subsidiary corpora- 
tions and to elect as their successors 
mén known to be friendly to Standard 
Ol interests. 

The Rockefeller-Standard Oil 
crowd attempted to oust the Pierces 
in-the Waters-Pierce election, They 
gave their proxies to three men they 
had selected for officers of the com- 
pany, to succeed Pierce’s men. When 
the proxy-holders appeared at the 
meeting John D.:‘Johnson and Robert 
Maloney, the Pleree tellers, under ad- 
vice of attorneys, refused to accept 
and count the ballots, 

The Pierce interests, holding a lit- 
tle more than one-third of the stock, 
succeeded by this method in retaining 
control of the corporation. The Stand- 
ard interests then started the two- 
cornered lega) fight to get possession 
of the Waters Pierce Oil Co., one of 
the richest of the old Standard Oil 


subsidiary ‘prizes, They charged 
Pierce and his son, Clay Arthur 
Pierce, president of the company, 


with mismanagement, 

A few years ago the Waters Pierce 
Oil Co. was paying 600 per cent an- 
nual dividends and Pierce was receiv- 
ing almost $100,000 a month as his 
ehare. 

No Dividend in Three Years. 

The company has not paid a divi- 
dend.in the past three years, and in 


the six years since the filing of the 


anti-trust suit by Gov. Hadley, tnen 
Attorney-General, it has paid out 
more than $800,000 in attorney’s fees 
and expense of litigation, besides $%,- 
600,000 in fines for violation of the 
anti-trust laws of several states. 

“The fight between the Pierce and 
Standard Oj] interests, as it has de- 
veloped in court, is exceedingly bit- 
ter. The Standard Oil crowd has 
charged Pierce specifically with nu- 
merous deficiencies, and Pierce has 
retaliated by charging that the 
Standard was violating the decree of

JEFFERSON CITY, July 27.—Accord- 
ing to the 1911 Red Book, 
Commissioner Austin W. 
State Bureau of Labor Statistics, there 
were employed in 1910 in the 11,511 fac- 


tories ana workshops of the State 
169,758 men, 40,322 women and 3492 chil- 
Gren, While there were 10,169 working 
owners taking the places of salaried 
employes, making a total for the State 
of 223,641. ..Of this number 169,572 were 
employed in the 12 larger cities of the 
State and 54,069 in the smaller cities and 
rural communities. 

These employes received in salaries 
and wages the sum of $125,646,995, or an 
average annual salary for each of $562. 

Output Worth $617,701 

The total manufacturing output of the 
State was worth $617,701,818, while the 
cost of production, including raw ma- 
terial, rent, taxes, insurance, interest 
on the eapital invested and general de- 
terioration, was approximately $460,000,- 
000, which, being deducted from the to- 
tal output, shows a profit of $157,000,000, 
which was earned by ‘these 213,641 peo- 
ple for their employers. Carrying this 
one step further, it is found that while 
every employe received $562 for his 
year’s work, yet he earned for his em- 
ployer $740, showing that he earned $178, 
or 31 per cent, more than he received. 
In the 12 cities there are 4224 men, 
53289 women and 1803 children who re- 
ceived less than $5 per week, while 
there were 9456 men and 165 women who 
received from’ $20 to $2 per week and 
3946 men with a salary exceeding $25. 


Larger ta Cities. 

The prevailing wages in the smaller 
towns and rural communities were 
somewhat less than in the larger cities. 
If the 213,641 employes were distributed 
evenly among the 11,511 factories and 
workshops, there would be nearly 19 
workers for each, while the average 
wages paid by each establishment would 
have been $10,916.

It reads like any other police 
report—just a plain, unvarnished tale of facts. 

Richard Roe kills himself in a park. That is 
the end of him and of the case so far as the 
police are concerned, but the question of his 
selection of a park for the deed of self-destruc- 
jon is an interesting one for the student of

The percentage of park suicides, compared with 
those that. take place elsewhere, is surprisingly 
large.

Major Merriweather, Salvation .Army leader,

Dr. Charles H. Hughes, a well-known St. Louis 
alienist, was asked to give his views, as a psy- 
chologist, on the matter of park suicides. 

Dr. Hughes remained in silent penent for a 
time, then replied: 

' “There is a good deal in that Senation. It is 
en interesting one from the viewpoint of a student 
of mental processes. The motives of the suicidal 
vary like the causes and conditions that lead up 
tthe act. Delicate considerations of propriety 
&* to situation and surroundings sometimes move 
the suicidal mind as they move the individua! in 
better and more normal mental) state, 
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“The suicide does not always lose his natural 
though he lose ¢. :trol of nor- 
mal emotion as to life. He may think life is not 
worth living and yet wish to die decently and 
properly as to environment, hence in certain caseg 
the selection of a perk. 

“Delicately organized, sensitive-minded and 
better brain-dowered people than idiots are most 


prone to suicide under adverse circumstances. 


To them there is no worse fate than enduring life, 
and in seeking death they are more considerate 
o1 the proprieties than are the congenitally de- 
mented.

when the deed is not done in a spirit 
of taunt or bravado. For many the parks fur- 
nish the most favorable opportunity of escape 
from the observation or interference of friends. 
They are also the best summer homes of the 
homeless or comparatively homeless. They are 
restful and attractive to the outcast from society 
at certain seasons. 

“To the parks the home-distressed, the melan- 
cholic, the wounded in spirit and the broken- 
hearted ifstinctively turn for normal or morbid 
meditation, and it would be only natural to the 
mind that the returning impulse to self-destruc- 
tion should be there unrestrained. For ‘who 
would fardels bear,’ etc., under environment so 
propitious for shuffling off this mortal coil and 
escaping from the ills that flesh is heir to?” 

Dr. Hughes related an incident which oame 
under his own observation years ago, tending 
strongly to support the theory of the subconscious 
mind working normally even when the predom- 
inant consciousness is firmly fixed upon self-de- 
struction. 

“As an instance of motive acting rightly to re- 
strain attempted suicide,” he said, “I recall a pa- 
tient having escaped to the roof of a hospital five 
stories high and being about to throw himself to 
the ground. He was deterred from the act by 
the gardener, who happened to be standing be- 
low. The gardener held a hoe in his hand. ‘I'll 
kill you with this hoe if you jump down here!’ 
he shouted at the suicidal patient. The man didn’t 
jump.” 

The ‘‘wish to die decently and properly as to 
environment,” mentioned by Dr. Hughes, is be- 
lieved by him to have as much weight with cer- 
tain minds as the almost universal tendency to 
seek seclusion for the act of suicide. This, there- 
fore, must be taken as partly explanatory for the 
park suicide. 

Investigation of the antecedents of the persons 
who kill themselves in the parks seems to bear 
out this theory. 
are “down-and-outs,” very few of them belong 
to the “bum” class. A man or woman may be 
down and out, financially or otherwise, and yet 
be in no sense a mere drifting derelict. The rum- 
besotted, opium-soaked, crime-cursed outcast very 
seldom selects a public park for his shuffling off.

Thus we find that W. H. Edington, a resident 
of the West End, who shot nimself in Forest Park 
July 10, chose a clump of trees near the small 
drinking fountain for horses at the intersection of 

















Jefferson and £outh drives. This clump of trees 
le close to the drives and to the benches for pub- 
lic rest that face the drives. There is 10 conceal- 
ing underbrush. Edington had left a letter giving 
the information that he would kill himself among 
the trees in Forest Park. 

The reports show also that C. F. Parsons, who 
lived in Ferguson, a pleasant suburb, shot him- 
self, April 8, while sitting on a bench south of 
Grand drive, about 60 feet west of the Wabash 
Railroad tracks. Peter Schneider, whose home 
was in a desirable section on the South Side, 
killed himself with carbolic acid, April 26, near 
the foot of a splendid tree in Forest Park, oppo- 
site Mac'lind avenue and not far from the Mount- 
ed District Police Station. Each of these suicides 
seems to have chosen purposely a spot agreeable 
to the esthetic senses and in accordance with that 
decency and propriety of environment suggested 
by the psychologist 

Dr. Malcolm A. Bliss, nevrologist, is not par- 
ticularly impressed with the number cf park 
suicides in St. Louis. Suicides, like other things, 
go by averages, avcording to his view. “You can 
figure out from the population just about the 
number of suicides there will be in a year in 
New York, Chicago or St. Louis, or any other 
city. (In St. Louis last year the percentage was 
slightly over 37 to the 100,000 population.) A 
certain percentage of them takes place in 
parks. Proximity and seclusion account for 
the choice of a park. The suicide wants to get 
away to himself to commit the deed, and he 
chooses a park because It happens to be the most 
convenient place suitable,

INE or ten of the men carry trunks with 
them, which was an abmlutely unheard- 
cof proposition until last year. The time 

was when a ballplayer could have carried his 
tiavel'ing necessities knotted up in his uniform, 
but that day has passed. With tne Giants, anyone 
who wants to take a trunk is at liberey to do so. 

Two vans are engaged, one of which takes 
the trunks and suit cases to the hotel an.’ the 
other takes the uniforms, bats and club bag- 
gage to the ball grounds. George goes on this 
van and hangs up é@éach player’s belongings in 
the wire cage allotted to him, so that the player 
has no bother about packing or wnpac*ing. 
When the team’s stay in town is over George 
packs the things up and sees that they get to 
the station. 

The Giants stop at first-ctass hotels in all the 
towns they visit. In Chicago it’s the Auditorium. 
ein Pittsburg the Schenley. In St. Louis the Plant- 
ers. In Boston the Copley. Each player has a 
room and private bath, and the stipulation is al- 
ways made that the rgjms must be in the quietest 
perts of the house, 80 that the players will not 
be disturbed in their sleep by any noise. * 


Several days before the Giants reach town 
a list has been sent ahead to the hotel, and 
when the players reach the hostelry they sim- 
ply walk in and their kevs are handed to them. 
Their mail is there, their baggage arrives shortly 
and they change for dinner. 

The allowance made to each Giant on the 
road is between $5 and $6 a day, and the trav- 
eling expenses of the club are beyond belief. 
Of this allowance about $3.00 is for food, an¢e 
as the player has only two meals a day, this 
means that he can have all the delicacies of the 
season. 

On the road all expenses oftne pinyers are paid, 
except taxi fare, and many of the p'ayers go 
to the game in that mode of traveling. 

Besides the trainer, the ball club maintains 
a physician at the cost of several thousand 
dollars a year, and he is supposed to be in a 
box next the manager’s at every game in town, 
so that the smallest, injury to a player can re- 
ceive immediate attention. 

When Marquard was indistposed fn Pittsburg 
recently this doctcr was telegraphed and made 
the trip to Pittsburg te look at Rube’s tongue 
and assure him that there was nothing serious the 
matter with bim. This was considered better 
policy than having a local physician attend him, 
for the Pittsburg practitoner might be a fan, who 
would order Marquar< into retreat for a week or 
80. 

The same attention is vaid to the health of 
the other players, who «re almost literally

MAIDIE FISHER 


A TRAGEDY OF G 


Following the Mysterious sid Horrible Death of Maidie Fisher by Fire After 
She Supposedly Had Saturated Herself With Kerosene at Walnut Grove. 
Mo., the Community Tongue W agged With Suspicion Until Her Step- 
mother Was Driven From the State, Her Father Had to Sell His Store. 
at Which the Principal Business of the Place Was Done, Because of Loss 
of Trade, the Family Was Wrecked and Scattered and Its Members Were 
Barred From the Church They Helped to Found, All Because Somebody 
Whispered to Somebody Else That the Girl 
Didnt Really Die by Her Own Hand— Yet. an 
Impartial Official Inquiry Established to the 
Coroners Satisfaction That It Was a Clear 


Case of Suicide 


OSSIP, which has wrecked 
dynasties as well as lives, 
is one of the few forces 
that are more powerful 
in a small town than in a 
metropolis. Many-fin- 
gered is Gossip, and when 
all its fingers point in 
one direction the person 
pointed at becomes a 
storm center. If he or 
she does not go down in 
the storm, it is an indica- 
tion of abnormal resist- 

ing power. 

Just now Goss{p not only has disrupted a home, 
but it has torn a town wide open, and the storm 
Still rages. The town is hitherto quiet Walnut 
Grove, in the Missourt Ozarks, and the home is 
that of James J.( Fisher, former merchant and 
The tragic death of Fisher’s 
daughter Maidie, a young girl recently graduated 
from grammar school, furnished the occasion for 
the gossipers, whose tongues have driven Mrs. 
Fisber, the girl's stepmother, out of the town and 
State and James Fisher out of btsiness. Both 
Fisher and bis wife have been forced out of the 
church by the same tongues of gossip, and the 
bereaved and lonely father now is ostracized by 
his lifelong friends. 

Had this death, a remarkable mystery in itself, 
occurred in a large city like St. Louis, that would 
have been the end of the tragedy. But ip a small 
town like Walnut Grove events of the sort work 
Walnut Grove, being unable to 
explain the death of Maidie Fisher, and having 
little else of interest to talk about, needs must 
fashion theories.

and of his good standing in the community. 

Mrs. Fisher, broken in body, crushed in spirit, 
though unaccused save at the bar of public opin- 
ion as represented by Walnut Grove gossip, is a 
fugitive in the West from the angry suspicions 
of neighbors who believe her hands to be stained 
in some unexplained way with the blood of her 
stepdaughter. For six wees the baffling mys- 
tery of the girl’s death has rested like a night- 
mare upon the town, and the townspeople are 
still making it the one topic of talk and the one 
source of theorizing. 


How Did Maidie Fisher Die? 


N the evening of June 10 Maidie Fisher sat 
O with the members of her family at the 
Supper table, chatting merrily over the 

events of the day. She was big’and strong. A 
ruddy glow showed under the tan of her shin. 
She bad been picking cheriies al) day in the open 
air and she ate with the relish of a nealthy young 
animal. 

After ‘he méal was finished she went to the 
kitchen to wash the supper dishes. And, so far as 
is shown, nobody ever saw her alive again. The 
next morning, as the early sun gilded the trees 
from whieh she had picked cherries the day be- 
fore, the father of Maidie stood by the orchard 
fence wnd startled his neighbors by hoarse, fren- 
zied screams. 

Passers by rushed to the spot, to behold in a 
ditch beyond the cherry trees a muss of horribly 
disfigured clay, burned beyond recognition. With 
hair entirely scorched away, face blackened to a 
crisp, clothing half consumed, -the lifeless thing 
wAs hardly recognized at first as the remains of 
the cheery-faced country girl who had laughed 
aud chatted at the supper table a few houis be- 
fore. 

About four feet from the body lay a tin can 
containing a little coal oil. There were no tracke, 
no disturbances, no evidences of a struggle. As @ 
crowd gathered two men instantly recalled thut 
the night before, at about 9 o'clock, they had 
seen a light in the field near the spot where 
the burned remains of the girl were lying. One 
of the men had seen the light from his porch, a 
few rods away; the other from the road as he was 
driving by. Each agreed that the:e had been two 
distinct flashes of light. Neither had heard a 
sound. 

After the rapidly increasing company around 
the body had gazed a few moments at the dead 
thing in the ditch, an ominous whisper, connect- 
ing the name of the stepmother with the girl's 
violent: end, spread from mouth to mouth, and 
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almost immediately the crowd was aflame ith 


the mob spirit..

day?’’ shrieked a shrill-voiced old woman as the 
neighbor men and women moved by the Fisher 
home, where, in the darkened parlor, crouched 
the stepmother, weeping and shuddering at the 
shock of the girl’s sudden death and at the angry 
accusations which she heatd through the oven 
window.

feet of rough orchard ground, at the end of which 
was a high; closely strung barbed-wire fence. No 
mark of any kind was founc upon the body. For 
these reasons the Coroner’s jury returned a ver- 
dict of suicide. 

But the Walnut Grove citizens were uncon- 
vinced by the Coroner’s verdict. ‘ Had it not 
always been known, they said, that Mrs. Fisber 
was the possessor of a vitriolic temper and a 
fiery tongue? Were not tales of her unpleasant 
relations with the stepchildren common talk in 
the village? Why should happy, cheerful Maidie 
choose such a terrible method of ending her life? 
Why were there no evidences of a struggle? Had 
the girl killed herself, would not the men who saw 
the flashes of light have heard screams also—or, 
at least, one yell of agony as the flames burst 
forth? 

Over the questions raised by the tragedy, the 
little village was plunged into internecine strife. 
Lifelong friends have become estranged. Little

tongue into a monstrous ogre of femininity—® 
veritable wicked stepmother of the fairy tales. 
The Coroner's Inquest revealed no traces of po!l- 
son in the girl's stomach and lungs. The fact was 
established that Mrs. Fisher had been chatting 
in the parlor’ with two neighbor women at about 
the time the flashes of light were seen in the 
field. | James Fisher, it was proved, was in hir 
grocery store throughout the evening. The gir! 
had no suitor, and was only slightly. acquaintel 
with the young people of her neighborhood. 
The contrasting sizes of Mrs. Fisher and her 
stepdaughter also swayed the Coroner's jury 
aguinst a theory of violence. Maidie was large 
of frame and muscular, weighing more than 130 
pounds. Her stepmother was slight and frail and 
of perhaps 100 pounds in weight. Had the bodv 
been carried from the house to the field where 
it was found, the path would have lain over 300

tions. The church of which the Fishers had been 
lifelong members expelled the man and woman 
on suspicion. The members took up the dispute 
and the church was rent asunder, its usefulness 
being, many people believe, forever ended. 

A street-paving project was delayed. The over- 
wrought nerves, agitated minds and wounded 
feelings had an adverse effect upon the business 
conditions of the community. 

Mrs. Fisher is a neurotic, high-strung, irritable 
woman, slender and frail in build. Her wide, 
brown eyes are red with weeping and her sallow 


face is deeply lined with the suffering which the, 


last few weeks has brought. She jumps at the 
slightest sound and loses control of herself as 
she diecusses the detaiis of the tragedy. 

Since the morning when the pastor, who had 
been entertainéd in her home until he seemed like 
a member of the family, called to ask her and 
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animosities have grown to tremendous propor- 
her husband to withdraw from the church, the 
Fishers have realized that they are social out- 
casts. Mrs. Fisher spent long hours in the sol- 
itude of her room, alternately. weeping and brood- 
ing. She felt that hundreds of hostile eyes were 
on her and that myriads of voices were whisper- 
ing her name, She saw in her imagination scorn- 
ful faces looking at-her and accusing finge's 
pointing in her direction. Once, crazed by lone- 
liness and terror, she swallowed poison and lay 
urconscious for hours. Physically wrecked and 
on the verge of insanity, she fled at last to Col- 
orado to seek refuge from the scene of her trou- 
ble. 

“I don’t know why Maidie did it—I don’t know,” 
moaned the woman shortly before her departure, 
when asked her idea as to the girl’s motives in 
ending her life. ‘I’ve thought it over and over. I 
dream of it at night. I think of nothing else 
when I lie awake. We had trouble that day over 
a story she told me. I talked to her and she was 
impudent. She wouldn't answer me and when |! 
tried to make her say she lied she slapped me, 
three times, I think it was... When she went to 
where the boys were picking cherries, one of 
them heard her say, ‘If I were a man, I’d run 
away.’ 

“She cried some in the afternoon, but at supper - 
she seemed all right again. We forgave each 
other for the unpleasantness. She seemed happy 
and contented at supper. When she went out to 
wash the dishes that was the last time I ever 
saw her alive.” 


| Stepmother’s Pathetic Defense. 


R some minutes Mrs. Fisher was unable 'o 
Fu mtelligently. When she recovered 
herself, she said between her sobs 
“You can never know what it means to have 


everybody turn against you—even the old friends 
you trusted—people who have known you all your 


life. I often think with one day more of it I 
shall go crazy. The worst of it all was when the 
church drew away from us—just as we were in 
trouble and needed something to lean on.” 


Big “Jim” Fisher is also a pathetic figure? He is 
a bluff, hale and hearty man, a perfect specimen 
of physical manhood. He bubbles over with sim- 
ple-hearted kindness and pospitality. Yet at 
the mention of the tragedy his self-control de- 
serts him and he goes to pieces like a heart- 
broken child. j 

‘You'll excuse me,” he said brokenly to a re-

porter. “I ain't fit to talk to anyone, 
IT think I can get through, and then it all comes 
over me—all this suffering we've had since Maid e 
died. It was bad enough to lose the child, but 
it fs worse to have everyone keep away from us. 
And they tell such stories—why, some people 
actually accuse me of murdering my own girl.” , 


James Fisher, until the death of Maidie, had ' 


been one of the leading citizens ‘of Walnut Grove. 
He was a devoted church member and took the 
lead in projects for civic betterment in his com- 
munity. He stoutly opposed “blind tigers” and 
was instrumental in removing a poolroom which 


he believed to have an evil influence on young 
men. Some people told him it would “hurt busi- 
ness.” But he kept on fighting the nuisance, 
openly, quietly and courageously. 

Since the tragedy of June 10 Fisher had to sell 
his store—because nobody came to buy. 

} Ostracism Is Killing Him. 
POPPI * 
6< HATED to give up the store,” he explained 
| simply. ‘‘I like to sell things—not so much 
for the sake of selling them as to get to 
talk with the people. I like to be sociable. It 
seemed good to have the neighbors dropping in, 
with now and then a drummer with news from 
the world outside the village. s.1 hated to give it 

up.” 

Fisher, a dozen times a day, visits the hollow 
beyond his orchard where the corpse of his 
donghter was found. The bushes around the spot 
are stil] slightly singed. The oil can lies exactly 
where it did, the morning of the tragedy. A piece 
of the girl's dress flutters from a bush near by. 

“The spot seems sacred to me, somehow,” said 
Fisher. ‘It’s just like a grave. I want to leave 
everything just the way it was. I don’t Know 
how many times a day I go up to Maidies foom,

the way she must have come, trying to find some 
message that she left. I've looked her books all 
through. 
all the trees, thinking maybe she’s tied @ note 
on, or something. I can't get it clear in my mind 
that my girl would kill herself without a sd 
word to me.’ 

Many friends of Maidie Fisher believe the ex- 
planation of her death to lie in her peculiar tem- 
perament. There were two Maidies—one bright 
sunny, light-hearted; the other brooding, silent, 
introspective. 
nesses testified that she was of a happy, optimis- 
tic, buoyant disposition, while others stated that 
she was melancholy and reserved. 

It was said by her parents that the girl twice 
before attempted suicide—once by taling carbolic 
acid and once by jumping in the well while ap- 
parently in a state of somnambulism. Her pater- 
nal grandmother and two of her father’s sisters 
were insane. One sister of her father committed 
suicide. 

Whichever way one views the Fisher case, one 
finds a mystery which has not yet been probed, 
and probably never will be. But it is a matter 
upon which people always will have their own 
opinions. 

The fact remains that Walnut Grove opinion 
expressed in town gossip, has broken up the home 


and blasted the happiness of the Fisher family, 


and therein lies the real foree of the tragedy— 


such a tragedy as could happen nowhere but fn | 


a little town.
